FIXING NEW DEVICES 

ON OUR SUBMARINES 



Workman Busy In Brooklyn Navy 
Yard— Q Boats For Experiment*. 

An unusual amount of submarine 
work, much of It connected with the 
lnatallatlou and trying out of new do 
vices from which mucb Is hoped, la 
now going on In the Brooklyn navy 
yard, and as a result sn efficient staff 
of workmen skilled In submarine con- 
struction and repair work has been 
built up. 

One of the moat Interesting pieces 
of work now In progress la the lnatalla- 
Uon of a gyroscopic stabiliser on the 
CHL The Idea of employing a gyro- 
scope to keep a vessel upright in a sea- 
way and counteract the rolling tenden- 
cy la not a new one. but ao far aa 
known no such device baa before been 
fitted to a submarine. 

A similar Job under way on the 0-3 
consists of the fitting of antl-rblllng 
devices called aponsona. The exact 
nature of theae dericea and the identi- 
ty of their Inventor are being kept se- 
cret. Both the G-3 end the 0-4, it Is 
hoped, will be ready for tests in a 
few weeks. 

Officers express the opinion that the 
O class of submarines will be used 
extensively In the future only for ex- 
perimental purposes, as they have not 
proved satisfactory or reliable In aerv- 
lce. Ever since tbey were first put In 
commission. It la said, they have been 
prone to break down. 

In addition to this work of an ex- 
perimental nature, the submarine ex- 
perts are kept busy with repair work 
on the aubmarlnca in active service, 
some of which, the B-l among others, 
have come down from New

Auatrlan Airman Whan Flying Thought 
H* Mat Hi* Double. 

Lieutenant Panltza of the Austrian 
flying corpe has reported In Vienna the 
curious phenomenon experienced In a 
recent night on the Isonso front of 
meeting his double at a height of 4,800 
feet in the air. The Incident occurred 
about 4 e'clock oil a moderately clear, 
tunny afternoon.

A* he apparently met It In 
collision he reports a distinct physical 
■bock from a strut inn of cold air. 

The explanation given by aclentiflc 
men la merely that there waa a ver- 
tical atxata of cold air behind the 
strata of warm, dense air In which he 
waa flying and that this acted as a 
mirror. Tbe phenomenon has been re- 
ported, It Is said, occasionally among 
aviator*.

Usefulness Has Been Vividly Illustrat- 
ed In the Few Engagements They 
Have Been In Since the War Began. 
New Form First Line of Offense and 
Dsfsnsa In English Squadron. 

The first nutlicnllc description of (he 
new hatlle cruiser that Is shortly to 
be built for tin- Uidteil States nnry has 
appeared. Details of this new type 
of ship have up to the present lime been 
larking;. Now details are presented 
which may be regarded ns accurate. 

We are told that, profiting by the 
lessons tatight by the engagements 
fought off UH l nlklnud Islands and in 
the Norlli MB, this new battle cruiser 
of ours Ls to have a speed somewhere 
between tlilrty twti and thirty five 
knots. Obviously engines of enormous 
power are required to attain such 
speed, and so we may expect that 100,. 
000 horsepow er must be genera ted. 
Every additional knot means an lnor» 
dlnate Increase In enslne capacity. 
Eight Fourteen-inch Guns. 
Our unbuilt and unnamed battle 
cruiser will have eljrht fourteen-inch 
puns and twenty five-inch guns. At 
first blush It would seem as if the 
Queen Elizabeth's fifteen inch tuns 
must carry the day If these two ships 
were ever opposed. But our ordnance 
officers have made the statement that 
the new fourteen inch guns which they 
have developed are the superior of the 
fifteen Inch guns at present used in 
the British navy, or statements to that 
effect 

The armor protection of the new 
United Stutcs buttle cruiser Is to be 
twelve Inches amldsh!|>s and four 
Inches at the ends. The Queen Elisa- 
beth has thirteen and one-half Inc'.ies 
of steel on the water line, ten Inches 
above that ond a top layer of eicht 
and one-quarter Inches It Is here 
probably that WW Imd to make our sac- 
rifice In order in mln the engine power 
and. thereto:.', speed. But if speed 
will smote utu ship to pick out her 
own position and our guns have the 
greater range the loss In armor pro- 
tection Is more than compensated for. 

The Lion and Tiger are battle cruis- 
ers In the l ne sense of the word. Our 
ship will easily outdistance them. In 
tounage there Is not much to choose, 
for they displace ::0.nn0 tons as agaimt 
the Sl.dOO tons of our vessel, in arma- 
ment we will be far superior The 
Lion nml the TUcr each mounts eight 
fourteen Inch guns, which are probably 
Inferior In range to the guns of equiv- 
alent cnlllier on the proposed American 
ship. The Tiger has twelve sli lnch 
guns and the Mfffj sli'een four-tneb 
guns. But weapons of such small 
character play no part In a long range 
engagement mid are serviceable chief- 
ly for the repulsion of torpedo boats. 

To prove the battle cruiser h:.s re- 
deemed Its unfortunate early reputa- 
tion It Is only necessary to point to the 
activities of this fighting craft since 
the war liet-an. Cattle cruisers brought 
Von tpae'i AmsM| to a full stop, and 
they were the only big ships which 
succeeded In getting Into the North sea 
engagements. 

So it Is not surprising that these 
monsters, the biggest fighting machines 
afloat, nre Idolized l>y their officers and 
men. A squadron mi the opening of 
the war, buttle cruisers now form the 
nucleus of Ureal Britain's first Hue 
fleet of naval offense. There are many 
new ships among the light cruisers at- 
tached to this squadron. Virtually ev- 
ery battle cruiser in it has had Its 
• baptlHtn of lire." and the sailors man 
ning the craft show the poise of vet- 
erans. 

Fast.st Fighting Fleet. 

When the mist lifted for a few min- 
utes as a correspondent stood on the 
control bridge of one of the British 
battle cruisers the fastest fleet capable 
of actuul offensive operations ever 
gathered together appeared in view. 
There were more than 100 vessels lu 
the fleet, arranged lu squudrons, with 
battle cruisers, surroum by a screen 
of fulthful destroyers, >wn to the 
humble colliers. 

It Is accepted as a matter of course 
that should the German warships come 
out this fleet will he the flivt unit of 
the British navy to get into action be- 
fore the superdreadiiaught battleships 
reach the scene; hence Its claim to be 
the first line of offense, with the super- 
dreadnaughts second and the pre- 
dreaduuiight battleHhl|is forming a 
third line reserve. 

Increase In the atM of the big guns 
docs not worry the officer!) of the bat 
tie cruisers, who say that, since their 
13.ft Inch guns ran kluk a battleship 
as fur us the range can be found, any 
bigger gnus would add to the weight 
Of the Bllip ■I!*' reduce the uvuilable 
spucc for turrets without sufficient cor- 
r. ^ponding udvtiutiige. These officers 
talked about the inuih heralded Ger- 
man seventeen Inch gun lu a specula- 
tive way. but they did not show any 
great concern. 



L H. & St. L, Shops al 
Cloverporl Are Destroyed 

Cloverport, Ly., March 14 — Four- 
teen years to the day after Clover- 
port was burned to the ground, fire, 
which caused a loss of from $150, 
000 to *200,000, destroyed all the 
shops of the Louisville, Henderson & 
St Louis railroad and threatened the 
entire west end of the city. 

The wind, which had been blowing 
from the river over the shops of the 
dty t turned shortly after 2 o'clock 
and relieved the city of the denger. 

Between 250 and 300 men were 
employed at the shops. 

The lire started in the Ihe round 
house and had gained good headway 
when discovered. This building, in 
which seven or eight engines were 
housed, was the tirst to go. Ihe 
crew was unable to move the rolling 
stock and the big engines valued at 
*lo. 000 each, remained in the shop 
They probably are not totally de- 
stroyed, but even if they can be re- 
paired and returned to active service, 
the damage wilt be great*. 

Twenty live passenger coaches are 
included in the rolling stock that was 
destroyed. 

Other buildings in the group which 
comprise the only shops operated by 
the Henderson Itoute, arc a car re- 
pair shop, water tanks and other 
smaller bui'dings . including toolhouse 
storage sheds and similar houses.

Mr. Patrlch H. Whalen, Sr., died 
«u Wednesday at l»:66 at hla home 
on Main St., death being due to a 
«omplicatlou of diieaaet Incident to 
old age. Mr. Whalen had been in 
failing health for several veara but 
until this winter wai a familiar Ag- 
ar* on the streets of Earltnutou, in 
bla church and In all political at- 
tain pertaining to the welfare or hit 
cboien party. With the patting 
away of thu aged citizen, Hopkina 
eoanty has loat one of the leading 
democrats, the Confederate Veterana 
one of their old comrades, the church 
of the Immaculate Conception one 
ot Its most faltbfnl membere, tbe 
•Wiring children a devoted father 
and tbd commonlty in general a 
friend. 

Mr. Whalen waa born In fiurria- 
caine, Tlpperary county, Ireland, 
March 17, 1828, and bad be lived un- 
til today would have celebrated hla 
nlnty-tbird birthday. While still a 
youth he came with other relativea 
to America, making bis borne for a 
while in Virginia, where he waa 
married. Dnrlng the Civil War he 
•Dilated In the cause on the Confed- 
eracy nnder the command of Capt.

Old St. rntrlck'a In New York WM 
tbe first eeurcli in Atuprlt-u to receive 
the name of l lie IrWh snlnt Ita cor- 
nerstone WM laid In 1HH>. on June 8. 
and the completion of the building was 
delayed by the wnr of 1812. Tbe cen- 
tennial of the laying of the cornerstone 
was celebrated nliout seven years ago. 

The church « an dedicated on May 4, 
1816, though tbe steeple nn<l sacrlnty 
bad not been built I'p to that time 
tbe cathedral bad cost $110,000.' Tbe 
flint dlocesnn xynod was bcld in the 
church on Aug. 28, 1812, when Bishop 
John lli]..'. - waa the bead of the dio- 
cese. It was at this time that religious 
Intolerance was at Ita height In Ameri- 
ca, and at ono time t he members of 
the parish were called on to arm them- 
selves and stand In the churchyard to 
defend tbelr cathedral, which they did, 
preventing an attack by a mob which 
bad gathered. 

The diocese of New York was ele 
vated to an archdiocese In 1830 by 
Tope Tlus IX., and about sir months 
later Bishop Hughes was made an 
archbishop, tbe Investiture taking place 
In St. Patrick's before n notable as 
semblage of prelates. 

It was Archbishop Hughes who be- 
gan making the plans for a newer aud 
greater cathedral for New York, out 
of which grew the present edifice In 
Fifth avenue.

Servians Are Pouring Into Italy Now. 
Many Leave Their Wivas at Horn* 
to Care For the Farms, Confident of 
Returning to Their Native Country 
I by Spring. 

There la pathetic faith In the tbon- 
sumls of Servian refugees who are 
pouring Into Italy seeking work ami 
bread. 

"\\ c shall be home again next Ajcll, 
tin y say simply. What is more, Uiey 
bellcre It Most have corao without a 
cent Tlielr possessions they left at 
bome-hldden. You would be aston- 
ished to bear where they lie-away 
from the gaze of Bulgar or German. 
Tbey tell you, In that simple way they 
have, of huge pieces of bacon they 
have burled underneath "middens." 
Their most precious things — money, 
for Instance — they have bidden away 
In the cemeteries between graves. 

"The Bulgars are afraid to touch the 
dead," tbey explain. 

In general, they fear the Rulgars 
more than they do the Germans. 

"The Germans are calculating; the 
Bulgars are wild beasts," tbey say. 
Under Enemies' Feet. 
All along that calvary between Bel- 
grade and Monastlr are bidden the 
earthly possessions of these people- 
money boxes, Baited meat, barrels of 
sirup, coal and flour. Tbey have 
chosen the beaten track on purpose, 
because tbo more frequented 8 road 
la the less likely are the Invaders io 
search the earth under It. and such 
hiding places are easiest found— next 
April. With their peasants' memories 
they will remember the exact spot 
They have not hidden a single treasure 
under their homes or churches. Borne 
have chosen the middle of the desolate 
market place, between two trees or tb« 
very edge of the muddy, unpared 
street or near a horse pond, because 
all C" enter ,hat village or town will 
Uia> J >ond . "nd aot °ue man will 
think to dig tnti trodden soil around it 
for hidden treasure, be It francs or 
flour. Moro often they chose open 
country, on their own little farms, in 
some ditch marked by a big stone or 
on which the shadow falls 6rst at sun- 
down. 

"We Shall Find Them Again." 

"Now the snow has come and cov-° 
ercd It all up. But in April the snow 
will melt, and we shall And our things 
again," they say, with the quiet cheer- 
fulness of the 81av. 

Mnuy families have left some mem- 
ber behind to let the Invadera sweep 
over them like waves of a tempestu- 
ous sea. leaving them where they 
found them, and most of those who 
have stopped behind are women. The 
men will be wanted to rejoin tbat 
army that 1* gathering again in Af- 
oanla Women keep the secret of this 
hidden' treasure and may be trusted 
not to rouclr It till tbo family comes 
back. And a Serb leaves his wife be- 
hind lu preference to his mother or 
daughter. The last two might be HI 
treated by the enemy, but the wife aft- 
er twenty la like another man, flt for 
the camp and ready to fight too. §0 
few of the Servian refugees now In 
Italy have brought their wives. 

"They are watching things at borne," 
tbey tell you confidently. 

And the husband knows that the 
wife will set to and till the aoll the 
moment It is free of the tavsder.

ON THE SHIPPER AND THE RAILROAD. 

Chas. C. Prouty, while a member of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, In discussing the relation of the 
Commission to the shipper and the railroad, said: 

"The original purpose of the Interstate Commerce 
Act waa to protect the shipper. The most eminent man 
who ever sat on the Interstate Commerce Commission 
waa Ita first chairman, Judge Cooler, and very early In 
the history of that commission Judge Cooley published 
an opinion In which ha aaid that the business of the 
commission waa not to enable railroads to maintain 
reasonable rates, but to protect shippers against the 
Imposition of unreasonable rates. Now I think since 
Judge Coolay published that opinion conditions have 
that today It is Juit as much the duty of the Commission 
to see that the railroads are given reasonable rates which will yield to them 
a fair return, aa It is to see that no unreasonable rat* Is charged the shipper, 
and I believe this la In the highest interest of the shipper himself. 

"At the basis of all right thinking about this subject lies the fact, vary 
often stated, very little apprehended, that the railroad is a public servant. 
The property la private property, but the thing don* la a governmental func- 
tion. It la done by the government In moat European countries. Now, If the 
government is the master, and if the railroad la the servant, the servant can-

The Evansville Retail Merchants' Rebate As- 
sociation will pay one mile round trip railroad, 
traction or steamboat fare for each dollar's 
worth of goods purchased from one or more of 
its members, to the extent of one full round 
trip fare from any point. 

An additional one percent will be paid on 
each dollar's worth purchased in excess of the 
amount required to obtain one round trip fare. 

TO ILLUSTRATE: A person coming 50 
miles and purchasing $50 worth of goods will 
get one round trip fare A person coming 50 
miles and purchasing $75 worth of goods will 
get one full round trip and 1% on the extra 
$25 and so on for any additional amount above 
the fare. 

All that is necessary is to ask for a rebate 
book in the first store where you make a pur- 
chase. Have the amount of your purchase en- 
tered in the book there, and then have the 
amount of other purchases entered in the book 
in each store where you buy. 

Then when you are through with your shop- 
ping, take your rebate book to the •tTice of the 
Merchants' Rebate Association, which is at the
